Madisonville, Ky., November 19.—The 
St. Bernard Coal Company has given up 
its Kentucky charter and will incor- 
porate under the laws of Delaware.

EVER was the need of a new depot 
N better demonstrated than.on yester- 

day; never has the dingy depot ap- 
peared to more dismal disadvantage. 

It loomed up out of the smoke and fog 
of a dreary day like a monster in wait 
for prey, and those who entered it offered 
up a silent prayer for protection and 
struggled for trains that seemed to be 
playing hiding seek with each other. 

Even in all the rain, snow and sleet 
of yesterday the two outside tracks were 
occupied, and people seeking’ sleepers 
were forced to wade through mud and 
water and face the damp, biting wind 
and the snow and sleet. The scene was 
one that brought curses to the lips of 
strangers and heightened the indignation 
of residents who have been forced to put 
up with the eyesore for the past haif 
century.

The executive com- 
mittee had reported strongly against it, 
and last night it looked as if the conver- 
tion would follow its recommendation, 
but today the same _ sentiment that 
prompted aloofness from political action 
suggested that the burden be cast upon 
President Roosevelt, by asking him to re- 
frain from recommending to statehood 
the two territories in his forthcoming 
message.

Must Face Responsibility. 


“Fourth, that we should not and could 
not, as a nation, safely shrink from the 
full performance of all the responsibili 
ties cast upon us, but must move forward 
to the fulfillment of our national destiny. 

“The propositions embraced in this doc- 
trine,’’ said the speaker, ‘‘will be to the 
twentieth century what the Monroe doc- 
trine was to the nineteenth. If, as a na- 
tion, we would enjoy the commercial 
fruits we need and desire, we must, like 
individuals, make national ventures and 
heroic efforts.’’

Senator McLaurin declared the princi- 
ples embraced in the “McKinley doc- 
trine’’ to be the only ones which promise 
the stability of the nation and full ac- 
complishment of our national destiny. He 
predicted that this doctrine is to be “‘our 
chart and compass until we complete an- 
other cycle in national life and another 
move to be made onward and upward.”’ 

The speaker spoke of reciprocity treaties 
as one of the features of this twentieth 
century Monroe doctrine, and defined 
their principle to be that trade is not 
to be free on one side ond gettered on 
the other; that goods are not to be taken 
from a foreign country free of duty or at 
a low rate unless that country takes 
something from us free of duty or at a 
low rate. 

“What we need in this country,” said 
the senator, “is a non-partisan patriot- 
ism and statesmanship, more devoted ‘o 
the building up of our common country 
than to party success. Great national 
issues, involving the glory of our repub- 
lic and its triumphant success, as a free 
constitutional government, should not be 
dwarfed into sectional and partisan ques- 
tions.

PRESENT TARIFF 1S BAR 
10 EXPANSION OF TRADE 
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G0 Declares Chairman Search in His 
Opening Address—Home Market 
Unable To Absorb Products 
of Our Factories—Geor- 
gia Represented. 


Washington, Novembef, 19.—Many of 
the manufacturing industries of the 
United States are represented at the na- 
tional reciprocity convention, which be- 
gan its sessions here today. There were 
two hundred delegates present in re- 
sponse to a call issued by the National 
Association of Manufacturers at a meet- 
ing in Detroit last June. The conven- 
tion is representative of all sections and 
its object is to give expression to the 
views of manufacturers generally on the 


subject of reciprocity. 2 

Dp. A. Tompkins, of Charlotte, N. C., 
was chosen temporary chairman, and 
Theodore C. Search, of Philadelphia, then 
was made permanent chairman. 

The organization was completed by the 
election of the following: 

Vice Chairmen—General -W. F. Draper, 
Massachusetts; T. L. Hickman, Georgia; 
Charlies H. Harding. Pennsylvania; James 
Deering, Illinois; Titus Sheard, New 
York city, and Robert J. Morgan, Ohto. 

Secretaries—E. P. Sanborn, Pennsylva- 
nia, and E. P. Wilson, Cincinnati. 

The convention adopted resolutions of 

reeting to President Roosevelt, pledging 
ts support and expressing confidence in 
his administration. Mr. Search, in tak- 
ing the chair, outlined the work before 
the convention. He said in part: 

“Our aim has been to forestall tariff 
agitation, not to encourage it. It is the 
duty of this convention to harmonize as 
far as possible the widely differing opin- 
ions represented in this body and to re- 
duce to clear and forceful expression 
such principles as we hold in common. 
We are here to harmonize our views, not 
to emphasize our differences. 


No Time for Sentiment. 


‘This is no time or place for sentiment, 
for theorfes or for Statements that can- 
not be fully substantiated by facts. I 
take it we are all agreed as to. certain 
general propositions as these: 

“That some of the duties embraced 
in our present tariff are no longer need- 
ful for the existence of the industries for 
whose protection they are imposed. 

“That many of our industries have 
reached a stage in their development 
where the home market alone cannot 
absorb their entire product and conse- 
quently new outlets are necessary for 
their continuous operation and the steady 
employment of their operatives. ’ 

“That the establishment of more cor- 
dial commercial relations with other na- 
tions by means of an exchange of tariff 
concessions would enlarge the foreign. 
putlets of those industries for which in-: 
creased export trade is necessary. 
««“That-if such applications of the prin- 
tiples of commercial reciprocity could be 
made without injury to any of our in- 
dustries, the consequent expansion of our 
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our commercial and industrial interests.” 

Committee announcements and_ the 
reading of papers, largely technical, oc- 
cupied the afternoon session. A commit- 
tee that will call on President Roosevelt 
at noon tomorrow will be headed by 
Theodore C. Search, of Philadelphia; EI- 
lison A. Smyth, of Pelzer, S. C., will be a 
member of it.

Plea for Protection. 

Charles Heber Clark, of Philadelphia, 
made a strong plea to the convention for 
protection. He contended that past ex- 
perience showed that a reciprocity treaty 
was not beneficial to the country; that 
under the Dingley bill the balance of 
rade had swung around in favor of this 
country, while the balance was against 
us under the Wilson bill. 

Frank Leake, representing the Manu- 
facturers’ Club of Philadelphia, favored 
the creation of a department of commerce 
and manufactures to avoid extensive 
fiuctuations in business conditions 
brought about by ill-advised agitation. 

George J. Seabury, of New York, advo- 
cated the upbuilding of a strong mer- 
chant marine and construction of an 
isthmian canal as paramount in impor- 
tance to reciprocity treaties. He advo- 
cated reduction in the war revenue tariff, 
but not in the Dingley tariff. His speech, 
which he said was New York’s contribu- 
tion to the meeting, urged a “‘procrasti- 
nation in general commercial] reciproc- 
ity.” He said: “A disturbance in the 
present tariff is absolutely unnecessary 
and can be enacted only by those operat- 
ing in the interests of foreign manufac- 
turers.”’ 

George A. Loughlin, of Wheeling, W. 
Va., interested in the manufacture of 
Steel billets, arraigned the United States 
Steel Company. He said that before its 
organization his company had been able 
to buy its materials at a figure that 
enabled them to sell to all the markets 
of the world, but since the organization 
of the United States Steel Company his 
trade had been seriously interfered with 
and the present outlook was that his 
company’s trade with South America 
would soon be lost. 

The night sessior. devoted to the sub- 


ican countries, developed the fact that 
delegates were having a difficult time in 
avoiding making straight-out high tariff 
speeches, while striving to confine them- 
selves to the discussion of reciprocal re- 
lations. One speaker said that he had 
heard nothing but high tarif€ speeches all 
day and that were the delegates not so 
earnestly trying to attain the ends map- 
ped out, cne might believe himself at- 
tending a political meeting at the height 
of an important campaign. The discus- 
sion tonight centered mainly arovnd the 
matter of importation of hides from Ar- 
gentina. W. B. Ric3, of Boston, spoke 
especially in the interests of the leather 
industry, and in mentioning the tariff 
on hides from Argentina said that this 
tariff benefited nobody and that the hide 
question between Argentina and the Unit 
ed States offered a good chance to try 
on the mantie of reciprocity.

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“NOT GUILTY,” 
WOMAN PLEADS 


Mrs. Ida Bonine on Trial-for 
the Murder of James 
Seymour Ayres. 


LITTLE INTEREST SHOWN 
BY THE ACCUSED WOMAN 


She Was as Calm as Any of the Spec- 
tators During the Proceedings. 
Her Husband, Sons and 
Sister Were Present 
in Court Room. 


Washington, November 19.—The trial of 
Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine, on an indictment 
for the murder of the young census clerk, 
James Seymour Ayres, Jr., in the latter’s 
room at the Kenmore hotel in this city 
last May, began today before Justice An- 
derson in criminal court No. 1. The case 
was set for 10 o’clock, but it was several

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minutes afterwards before either the 
judge or the prisoner appeared in the 
court room. 

At the first session the court room, even 
though of limited capacity, was by no 
means crowded. Mr. Bonine and Mrs. 
Meacham, husband and sister of the ac- 
cused, were early occupants of the seats 
reserved for Mrs.  Bonine’s especial 
friends, as were the five attorneys en- 
gaged for the defense. At ten minutes 
past 10 o’clock Mrs, Bonine appeared in 
the court room, accompanied by the vet- 
eran guard, James W. Springman. She 
walked in so quietly that her entrance 
Was scarcely noted and took a seat beside 
ker husband just back of her counsel and 
in front of her sister. She smiled as she 
greeted her sister and the latter placed 
her arms gently around her as she sank 
into her seat, 

After the preliminaries of calling the 
names of witnesses and of jurors were 
disposed of, Mrs. Bonine was asked tc 
stand and plead to the indictment. She 
listened calmly to the reading of the doc- 
ument, and when it was concluded, plead- 
ed ‘‘Not guilty’”’ in low, but distinct tones. 

After a brief statement of the case by 
Judge Anderson, the examination of ju- 
rors was begun, and when the court, at 
12:50, adjourned for the day, the panel 
was exhausted. There were twenty-six 
members of the panel, and of these four- 
teen were excused, leaving twelve in the 
box. Of the fourteen jurors wht were 
excused, three were relieved by the court 
on account of ill-health, seven upon chal- 
lenges by the defense and four upon chal- 
lenges by the district attorney. All of the 
government’s challenges were made be- 
cause of statements on the part of the 
witnesses that they had conscientious 
scruples against capital punishment. 
Most.of the challenges on behalf of the 
prisoner were on account of. statements 
by the jurors that they had formed opin- 
icns in the case. In four or five instances 
they stated that their views could not 
be changed by new testimony. 

Mrs. Bonine was apparently as calm 
as any of the spectators during the pro- 
ceedings. She spoke frequently with her 
husband and sister, and only once or 
twice with her attorneys. During a part 
of the day her two boys, respectively 15 
and 13 years of age, were in the court 
room. After adjournment she took din- 
ner with her friends in the _ prisoners’ 
room in the court house, being closely 
attended all the time by her guard. She 
was then returned to jail. The trial will 
be resumed tomorrow.

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MET DEATH IN BLACK FOC 
Murky Weather Causes Many Train 


TWO MEN KILLED OUTRIGHT 


Two Others Fatally Injured and Fif- 
teen Seriously Hurt—Collisions 
Occurred on Elevated Roads. 


Chicago, November 19.-The densest fog 
ever experienced in Chicago caused nu- 
merous collisions between traigs early 
today. In these collisions two men were 
killed, two were 80 badly injured that 
they probably will not recover, and fifteen 
others were seriously furt. Scores of 
others, the police say, were injured in 
minor accidents, due to the fog, but, as 
they were able to assist themselves, no 
official reports were made. 

The more serious accidents occurred on 
the Metropolitan and the Lake Street 
elevated roads. Collisions between ve- 
hicles and surface cars were frequent. but 
while a great number of people were in- 
jured by them, none of the injuries in- 
capacitated them, and the damage was 
chiefly to the colliding objects. them- 

ves. ks 
‘The fog at an early hour was so thick 
that persons standing on the sidewalks 
eould scarcely distinguish street - cars 
passing within a few feet of them, and 
motormen kept their. gongs clanging a 
constant warning. 

The collision on the Metropolitan was 
between trains going the same way, as 
was the case in other accidents. Both 
trains were crowded, Many passengers 
standing on the rear platforms. On the 
first train these were almost the only ones 
‘y suffer. The motorman slowed up gv- 
ing around a curve, and while waiting 
for a signal to increase speed the Hum- 
boldt Park express train crashed into 
the rear car without warning. Thomas 
H. Meeny was killed. 

On the Lake Street elevated the acci- 
dent was almost exactly similar. The 
people injured were standing on the rear 
platform with the exception of the mo- 
torman, Munn, on the rear train. He 
said he did not see the train ahead until 
too late. 

Later in the day news of another col+ 
lision, which had occurred on the Metro- 
politan, became public. One train was 
overtaken by another. Offo Leinhert, the 
conductor of the first traln, remained on 
the rear platform frantically waving a 
signal lantern while the passengers who 
had been standing with him went inside. 
His efforts were in vain. He was crusnh- 


ed, and died at the hospital several hours: 


later. In all, there were nine collisions 
on elevated structures during the fog.

The lit- 
tle boy found a tin nitro-glycerin can 
in the rear of his home, and tieing it 
about his waist, he proceeded to bem a 
merry tattoo on his improvised drum. A 
terrible explosion followed. Frightened 
neighbors rushed to the scene and found 
the mangled remains of the little fellow 
strewn all over the yard. 

The can which dealt death to the boy 
was left on the spot by well-shooterg two 
weeks ago, and it was supposed that not 
enough of the deadly explosive remained 
to be dangerous.

Livingston Thinks There’s a 
Catand Dog Time Ahead 
for Republicans. 


ROOSEVELT AND PARTY 
VERY LIKELY TO CLASH 


President Lacks the Gentle Manner 
Which Marked His Predecessor. 
Republicans Leave the White 
House in No Amia- 
ble Mood. 


Washington, November 19.—(Special.)— 
Representative Livingston is the first 
member of the Georgia delegation to 
reach Washington for the opening of the 
new congress. He arrived here last night 
somewhat improved in health, but still 
suffering from a severe cold contracted 
several weeks ago. As there are but few 
democratic congressmen in Washington, 
Representative Livingston says he hes not 
had an.opportunity to ascertain what the 
party programme will be during the com- 
ing session of congress. Such observa- 
tions as he has made and. such conver- 
sations as he has had with brother mem- 
bers of the democratic faith) leads Mr. 
Livingston to the conclusion that there 
is apt to be a large sized family row 
within the republican party before the 
session concludes, and it may be good 
policy for the democrats to be ready to 
take advantage of the political opportu- 
nities as they occur. 

Mr. Livingston says it is perfectly 
clear that the republican party is widely 
apart on the question of reciprocity and 
also a revision of the tariff. It is also 
appareat that President Roosevelt has 
certain ideas of his own, which he will 
endeavor to impress upon congress. It 
remains te be seen whether President 
Roosevelt possesses the faculty of main- 
taining the amicable and friendly rela- 
tions with both factions of congress which 
so characterized the administration of 
his late predecessor. 

The most ardent supporters of the pres- 
ent administration do not hesitate to 
predict that a war tetween the president 
and congress is inevitable. On what linea 
the conflict will be drawn is a matter 
of wide specuiatinn. Republican as well 
as democratic congressmen whdé have 
been to the white house recently come 
away in a less amiable mood than they 
did a year ago, when Mr. McKinley was 
in the white house. President Roosevelt 
is cordial and almost demonstrative in 
his greetings, but he lacks the pleasing 
personality and the mild and gentle man- 
ners which endeared McKinley to repub- 
licans and democrats alike. 

J. Sloat Fassett, one of New York’s 
leading republicans, was here today to 
pay his respects to the president. Mr. 
Fassett has a happy way of giving ex- 
pressicn to his ideas which are thisually 
clever and appropriate. Without intend- 
ing in any way to reflect upon President 
Roosevelt or make a compaftson Hhetween 
the present occupant of the white house 
and his late predecessor, Mr. Fassett, in 
referring ‘o the late President McKinley, 
said: 

“IT don’t belleve we will ever live to see 
a president who was closer to all the peo- 
of this country than President McKinley. 
His influence upon congress and upon the 
people of all sections of the country was 
so great that he was unintentionally per- 
haps building up a great American pa- 
triotism trust which took in democrats 
as well as republicans. I use the word 
trust in no offensive sense, but @nply to 
emphasize the fact that President Mc- 
Kiniey was steadily and effectively wip- 
ing out all traces of sectionalism and es- 
tablishing throughout this entire country 
one grand brotherhood of American pa- 
triots. President Roosevelt has the op- 
portunity to follow up the safe and con- 
servative policy of TFresident McKinley 
and in my judgment he will do so to a 
large extent. He r:alizes the great re- 
sponsibilities resting upon him and I pre- 
dict that he will meet all the demands 
made upon him ina manner acceptable to 
the great majority of the American peo- 
ple.”’

The big North German Lloyd liner Kal- 
ser Wilhelm der Grosse, which sailed for 
Europe today, carried in her treasure 
room coin and bar gold valued at more 
than $7,000,000. It was carefully stowed 
away in oak casks and iron bound boxes 
and was under sea] in the specie room. 
It was the largest sum ever sent across 
the Atlantic in a single steamship, and 
represented the engagements made by the 
larger financial houses of New York 
since the final shipments of last week.

The matter of an alumni catalogue was 
brought before the alumni commencement 
a year ago and they were enthusiastically 
in favor of it. With Mr. Hull's appoint- 
ment as editor work on the publication 
began at once. This work took a long 
time, as many of the alumni had been 
lost sight of and no one knew their 
whereabouts, but at last the work was 
completed and copies of the catalogue 
will soon be distributed. It will be of 
great service to the alumni, enabling 
them to tface the progress in life of 
many of their classmates whom they 
had lost sight of, and bringing together 
many old friends. 

The first forty pages narrate the his- 
tory of the university, telling of its be- 
ginning and of the many steps up to the 
present time in its development. It shows 
how the history of the university is in- 
separably connected with that of Geor- 
gia, and recounts the many names of 
those who are associated with the life 
and growth of the university. It traces 
the lives of many of them, showing their 
services to the state and their sacrifices 
in her behalf. 

It contains, also, an account of what 
the state has done for the university, 
and the donations of private individuals.

Macon Burglar Enters Three 
Different Houses in an 
Hour. 


HE COVERED ONE MAN | 
WITH HIS REVOLVER 


George Cordle, Awakening, Finds 
Himself Looking Into Pistol 
Barrel—B. C. Jones’ Home 
Visited Next—Marauder 
Is Frightened. 


Macon, Ga., November 19.—(Special.)— 
The boldest burglar that ever operated 
in Macon or this vicinity paid East Ma- 
con a visit last night and, in addition 
to frightening several families, secured 
a neat sum of money. He entered three 
houses within an hour and from two of 
them secured booty, while from the third 
he was frightened away. 

The first work of the burglar was done 
in the home of George Cordle, in that 
portion of East Macon known as Lake 
City. The burglar entered the home of 
Mr. Cordle and proceeded to help himself 
to what he found that he could convert 
to his use. He went into the room occu- 
pied by Mr. Cordle and was in the act 
of rifling the pockets of this gentleman’s 
ciothes when Mr. Cordle awakened. 

The burglar had a sheet thrown over 
his head, with holes cut in the portion 
about his eyes, allowing him to see what 
was going on. He immediately put an 
ugly revolver under Mr. Cordle’s nose 
and told that gentleman if he moved he 
would ‘lose his life. 

After taking what money there was in 
the pockets of the pants the burglar 
searched the room and deliberately asked 
Mr. Cordle if there was anything else 
in the room calculated to tempt a man 
of his occupation. On. being told that he 
had taken everything of value, the burg- 
iar backed out of the room and disap- 
peared in the darkness. 

The next place visited by the bold 
burglar was the home of B. C. Jones, 
who resides but a short distance from 
Mr. Cordle.

This same well-informed periodical 
rather surprises us with the statement.

However, Pennsyl- 
vania has the largest capitalization. 
her lighting plants being capitalized 
at $110,000,000. The other principal 
states rank in the following order: 
New York, $102,000.000; New Jersey, 
$64,400,000; California, $50,192,000; 
Massachusetts, $45,375,000, and IIli- 
nois, $30,156,000. 

When we remember that electric 
lighting on anything like a commer- 
cial scale dates back to September 4, 
1882, when the Pear] street station in 
New York was opened by Thomas A. 
Edison, we cannot avoid looking upon 
it as a scientific miracle which sets 
completely at naught the wonders of 
Aladdin’s lamp.

His 
is°a cultured and fashionable congre- 
gation. St. George’s is also a prom- 
inent church. | 

Dr. Rainsford says: 

I have advocated such opening publicly 
from the platform and from the pulpit 
for twelve years. The World has pub- 
lished my views at length. 

Moreover, I am in favor of changing 
all laws which prohibit the sale of ne- 
cessities on Sunday. Our tenement popula- 
tion has no conveniences for keeping 
milk, meat, fish or vegetables over night. 
It is an injustice to forbid th® sale of 
such necessities at certain hours on Sun- 
day.

New York and Atlanta. 

The Atlanta man is proverbially 
ever-present and Atlanta has her part 
in almost everything. 

In its very handsome one hundredth 
anniversary supplement, issued Satur- 
day, in an article on the growth of 
New York in the last century, The 
New York Evening Post says: 

The New York of 1801, when the first 
copy of The Evening Post went to press. 
was a city of 60,000 inhabitants, a town of 
far less population and life than aré to 
be found today in New Haven, Conn., or 
Wilmington, Del., or Atlanta, Ga. its 
sidewalks were narrow, many of the

of wood (the first brick house in Brooklyn 
is said to date from 1823), the streets were 
lighted on dark nights with whale oil 
lamps, and disastrous fires were of con- 
stant occurrence. There was but one 
theater, and that so poorly patronized 
that the manager was aiways on the 
brink of bankruptcy. 

Isn't Atlanta a 
that? 

At the time when New York had 
60,000 population Atlanta had no ex- 
istence whatever, and the site of the 
present city was in the primeval 
woods. In one hundred years New 
York has grown from 60,000 to three 
and a half millions. What will Atlan- 
ta do in the next hundred years? It 
is true New York has her rivers and 
bay and is the great crowded gateway 
through which the commerce of the 
continent forces itself; but Atlanta is 
the gateway of the south, a section 
sufficiently large to demand and sus- 
tain a city as large as St. Louis or 
Cincinnati, and it will not take. At- 
lanta a hundred years to attain that 
size. 

A writer in The Evening Post says 
of the New York of a hundred years 
ago: 

Broadway was then, as now. the back- 
bone or ridge of the isJand. It was fast 
growing in favor as the most agreeable 
part of the city, and the buildings upon it 
extended from the Bowling Green as far 
as St. Pauls church. From the rear of 
the houses on Broadway gardens were 
laid out on the slope which ended on a 
sandy beach, and the street commanded 
a delightful prospect of the town and the 
Iiudson. Cortlandt street was the prin- 
cipal street cut through the green em- 
bankment, and at its foot were the Bear 
(now Washington) market and the ferry 
to Powles Hook, now Jersey City. 

On the corner of Vesey street a sign- 
board bore the inscription, ‘‘Road to Al- 
bany,’”’ and on the opposite corner, on the 
house where the St. Paul building now 
stands, a similar sign pointed out to the 
traveler the ‘‘Road to Boston.” The ferry |

One peculiarity of Bryant was that he 
absolutely refused to do any newspaper 
work except at the office. I remember 
that when he wished to prepare an his- 
torical review for the semi-centennial of 
the paper, in 1851, I offered to have the 
files of The Evening Post sent down to 
his house at Roslyn, so that he could use 
them there. He would not have it, and 
did it all at his desk. His home work, 
when he wrote at all away from. the 
office, was either poetry or something re- 
lating to poets. Mr. Bryant's office desk 
was his editorial throne. It was some- 
thing of a curiosity. It was a large desk, 
always piled up with rejected manu- 
scripts, letters, books, pamphiets, docu- 
ments of all kinds, with a little place in 
the center where he could find room 
enough in which to write. I should men- 
tion here that he always wrote for The 
Evening Post on the backs of old letters 
and rejected manuscripts. I don’t remem- 
ber to have ever seen a piece of his 
“copy’’ on fresh paper or to have known 
of his ordering any paper for editorial 
use. During his absence once in Europe 
I cleared his desk, and thought I had 
greatly improved its appearance and con- 
venience. When he returned I explained 
to him what I had done, but I saw from 
the expression of his face that my house 
cleaning had given anything but satisfac- 
tion. He made no remark, but his silence 
meant chagrin. He was fond of things 
with old associations. He had an old 
jackknife, for instance, with which he 
used to cut his quill pen. No one could 
induce him to use a new one. He was 
likewise attached to an old blue.cotton 
umbrella that he insisted upon taking 
with him everywhere. When he was 
starting for Mexico his daughter hid it 
away, replacing it with a handsome new 
silk umbrella. Before he got off he dis- 
covered the fraud, and insisted upon hav- 
ing the old one restored to him. 

It is something for a paper to live 
a hundred years, and The Post has 
made a record and a place of which 
any newspaper may well feel proud.

“The fact is,’ said Mr, Applegate, ‘‘the 
business of shipping molagses long dis- 
tances and keeping it in hot weather was 
impossible until the introduction of glu- 
cose. This product, when put with the 
sirup after boiling, restores its color, 
gives it consistency and bulk and does 
not injure its flavor. The glucose also 
preserves the sirup or molasses and keeps 
it from fermenting. 

“The notion that glucose is not good 
food has beer exploded some time ago. 
The National Academy of Science has 
given it unqualified indorsement. It is an 
excellent article of diet, wholesome and 
nourishing.”’ 

Mr. Applegate then gave an interest- 
ing account of its manufacture from in- 
dian corn. One of the curious facts which 
he brought out was in regard to the waste 
products and their utilization. 

“The gluten,” said he, “that is to say, 
the sticky residuum left after the stareh 
is taken out of the corn, is dried and 
shipped to Europe in vast quantities as 
cattle feed. The little germs in the corn 
are pressed until a useful oil is obtained, 
called corn oil. The husks of the germs 
after the oil has been pressed out of 
them, are made into cakes for cattle feed. 
Most remarkable of all, a peculiar sticky 
substance is also obtained from the corn 
germ, and this substance is nothing more 
or less than a kind of rubber. It is ex. 
tensively used to mix with Para rubber 
in fine goods. Thus we get from a simple 
grain of corn, starch and glucose, oil, 
giuten feed, cattle feed cake and rubber.’’

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LYLE CONVICTED 
ON MURDER CHARGE 


Recommended to Mercy of Court He 
Gets Life Sentence. 


JURY WAS OUT ALL NIGHT 


Ee 


Carroll Murder Case Continued Until 
Tomorrow Morning — Negro 
Given Sentence of Ten 
Years for an As- 
sault. 


Henry B. Lyle was yesterday morning 
convicted of tag murder of Maggie Rodg- 
ers, colored, and was sentenced by Judge 
John 8. Candler, in the criminal superior 
court, to a life term in the penitentiary. 
The jury returned a verdict of guilty and 
recommended the defendant to the mer- 
cy of the court, Judge Candler stated 
that the verdict would be the sentence 
ef the court. 

The jury went out on the case Mon- 
day afternoon at 5:50 o’clock, and did 
not reach a verdict until shortly before 
9 o'clock yesterday morning. When 
court was convened at 8:30 o’clock the 
jury requested Judge Candler to recharge 
them, and this was done on certain 
points of the case. The twelve jurymen 
then retired and about t@n minutes later 
agreed upon the verdict. The trial was 
begun Monday morning. 

Lylg presented a striking figure in the 
court room. He is tall, broad shouldered, 
and wears a black moustache. He wore a 
neat and well fitting suit of dark clothes 


| and his general appearance was that of 


a man who had been brought up in sur- 
roundings of refinement. He comes of 
a prominent Georgia family. A strong ar- 
ray of legal talent was employed to de- 
fend him and a hard fight was made to 
clear him of the charge of murder. 


Convicted of Assault. 
' Ernest Seats, colored, was found guilty 
yesterday afternoon of the charge of 
criminally assaulting Cora Jones, a young 
negro woman, and was sentenced to 
serve ten jears in the penitentiary. 

The sentence was in accordance with a 
recommendation of the jury that the 
prisoner be shown mercy. The recom- 
mendation reduced the penalty from 
capital punishment to a sentence of from 
Cne to twenty years. The negro escapcd 
the full- penalty of twenty years, owing 
to the fact that Judge Candler knows 
his wife. 

“I know the wife of the prisoner,’”’ said 
Judge Candler, ‘‘and I know her to be a 
g00d woman. On her account I will not 
give him the limit of the law. I think 
ten years in the penitentuary will be sut- 
ficlent punishment for him and a warn- 
ing to others of his class that they can- 
not commit such crimes.” 

Judge Candler commended the verdict, 
Stating that white juries cannot afford to 
free a guilty negro simply because his 
victim is a negro. 


Judge Makes Pointed Remarks. 


Judge Candler took occasion yesterday 
to make some pointed remarks in refer- 
ence to the trial of-gambling cases by 
the city. Three white men pleaded guilty 
before him to the charge of gaming an4 
one of them was fined $100 and the other 
two $75 each. esi | 

In behalf of the -defendants it was 
Stated that they. had already paid $15.75 
each to the city. 

“Well, the city has no jurisdiction over 
gaming,” said the judge, “and every case 
tried by it is a violation of law. I will 
regs no consideration of an unlawful 
act.’’ 

Officer Bone, who assisted in making 
the arrests; explained the reason the 
cases were tried by the city. He sajd 
they did not have evidence to convict the 
cefendanis of gambling, and accordingly 
made cases of disorderly conduct, so the 
cases would be investigated. 

“But gambling is not disorderly con- 
duct,”” stated Judge Candler. ‘Officers 
make cases of disorderly conduct from 
the offense of murder down.” 

Arthur James, colored, was convicted 
of burglary and given a sentence of five 
years in the penitentiary. He protested 
his innocence and said he worked at 
the place of the burglary sawing wood. 

Jim and George Watson, colored and 
brothers, were each sentenced to a term 
of five years for larceny from the house 
and larceny after trust, respectively. 
Jim was charged with stealing the watch 
of Senator S. T. Blalock. 

Carroll Case Continued. 

The case against Joseph Carroll, 
charged with the murder of Nora 
Brittain, was called, yesterday morning, 
but was continued until tomorrow morn- 
ing. The postponement was granted on 
the ground of the illness of Attorney Ar- 
nold, counsel for Carroll. Judge Candler 
will begin the hearing of bond cases to- 
day. He expects to adjourn court Fri- 
day. 

Power Company Wins Suit. 

The trial of the case of J. G. Ellison 
against the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company was ended yesterday before 
Judge A. E. Calhoun in the second divi- 
sion of the city court, the jury returning 
a verdict in favor of the street car com- 
pany. Ellison sued the company for 
$10,000 damages. He was represented by 
Attorneys Hoke Smith and H. C. P:@ples. 
Attorneys Payne & Tye defended the 
company. 


Receiver’s Sale Confirmed: 


Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of the superior 
court, yesterday issued an order cgn- 
firming the bid of J. R. Beuchter for 
the purchase of the Atlanta Dairy Com- 
pany. The bid was $1,250. The company 
was recently placed in the hands of a 
receiver and the sale made by the re- 
ceiver, C. H. Mitchell. Judge Lumpkin 
also ordered the receiver not to sell the 
books, accounts and debts due the gom- 
pany, but to proceed at once to collect 
them.

House Committee Favors 
Measure Making the 
Appropriation. 


LENGTHY HEARING WAS 


HELD YESTERDAY 


Committee Composed. of State Mili- 
tary Officers Urged That Suffi- 
cient Money Be Set Aside 
by State To Keep Up Mil- 
itary Organization. 


If the recommendation of the appro- 
priations committee of the house receives 
favorable action at the hands of the 
house and senate the state militid will 
get $30,000 this year. 

A lengthy hearing was had before the 
committee yesterday afternoon on the 
measure making this appropriation, and 
when a vote was taken all but two mem- 
bers of the committee voted to make fa- 
vorable report and recommendation that 
the sum named be set aside for the use 
of the citizen soldiery of Georgia. 

A committee of state military officers, 
composed of Major W. L. Grayson, of 
Savannah; Colonel Usher Thomason, of 
Madison; Captain W. W. Barker and 
Captain Harry Anderson, of Atlanta, and 
several other gentlemen interested in the 
military affairs of the state, appeared be- 
fore the appropriation committee to urge 
the necessity for an appropriation. 

Later these gentlemen, in company 
With Senator Cann, of the first, who is a 
captain of one of the Savannah compa- 
hies, called on the governor and discussed 
the matter with the chief executive. Gov- 
ernor Candler in his; annual message to 
the legislature stressed the need of giving 
4 substantial appropriation to the sol- 
diers of the state, and he assured his vis- 
itors that he would do all in his power 
to further the interegts of the militia. 

Mr. Miller, of Museo ee, appeared be- 
fore the committee and presented some 
strong argument in favor of the measure. 
He said that unless ithe state did some- 
thing for the militia it was almost a cer- 
lainty that the state troops would be 
compelled to disband. He argued that the 
Military backed up the arm of the law 
and was instrumental in keeping down 
riots and bloodshed in the state. 

Major Grayson, of Savannah, presented 
figures and argument to show that the 
State could not do less than stand by the 
Military organizations, which, he de- 
Clared, deserved praise and commenda- 
tion. He argued that other states in the 
Union recognized the importance of main- 
taining state troops, and his remarks 
were along the line that the effectiveness 
©T the military would depend largely up- 
On the interest manifested by the state 
in its citizen soldiery.

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HARDWICK BILL 
MEETS DEFEAT 


Measure To Disfranchise 
Negro Goes Down Under 
Vote of 114 to 17, 


STRONG AND ELOQUENT 
PLEA MADE BY AUTHOR 


Two Years Ago the Same Measure 
Received Only Three Votes—Two 
Speeches Made Against the 
Bill—How the Members 
Voted. 


There igs an evident determination on 
the part of the house not to pass any 
anti-negro suffrage measure. 

The bill by Mr. Hardwick, of Wash- 
ington, providing for an amendment to 
the constitution looking to the disfran- 
chisement of the negro, Was again de- 
feated in the house yesterday by a vote 
of 114 to 17. Two years ago the meas- 
ure received only three votes, whiie this 
year there were seventeen for it, indicat- 
ing a slight increase in popularity. 

The bill came up as the special order 
immediately after the reading of the 
journal. There was an unusual audience 
in the gallery considering the early hour, 
and on the right-hand side were some 
forty or fifty negroes who listened in- 
tently to the debate on the bill. They 
seemed to take in every word that was 
uttered both by Mr. Hardwick and others 
for the bill, and by Mr. Stafford, of Cam- 
den, who made a brief but vigorous argu- 
ment against the measure, 

The bill as presented this time was iden- 
tical with the measure acted on two years 
ago. It provided for an amendment to 
paragraph 2, section 1, article 2 of the 
constitution by adding at the end of the 
paragraph the following: 

Provided further, that no person 
shall be a competent voter unless he 
shall be able to read and write any 
paragraph of the constitution of this 
state, and shall be able to understand 
any paragraph of such constitution, 
and to give a reasonable interpretation 
therto; provided, however, that no 
male person, who was on January 1, 
1867, or at any time prior 
thereto, entitled to vote under the laws 
of the state wherein he then resided, 
and no lineal descendant of such per- 
son shall be denied the right to reg- 
ister or vote at any. election-in this 
state by reason of bis failure to pos- 
sess the educational qualifications pro- 
vided for in this paragraph. 

The bill was sent back to the house by 
the house committee on constitutional 
amendments without any recommenda- 
tion either for or against it, and was 
assigned as the special order for yeater- 
day. 

Mr. Hardwick’s Speech. 

Mr. Hardwick-maie an able and vigor 
ous argument in support of his bill. The 
members listened intently to his address, 
which was one of the most eloquent that 
has yet been heard in the house. 


' .“f have offered this measure in no 


spirit of hatred or: ill-will toward the 


_ 


negro race,”” Mr. Hardwick asserted. “I 
have offered it because I think it is right, 
and because I know the white people of 
Georgia want it.’’ 

In spite of predicted political defeat and 
oblivion, the people of Washington coun- 
ty, he said, had returned him to the gen- 
eral assembly wii: a message, an appeal 
to the legislature to pass this measure. 
The people of Washington county want 
it, he said, and the people of the tenth 
district want it. Two years ago, he said, 
his colleague opposed this same measure 
which he then offered. Now his colleague 
from Washington is heartily in favor of 
the measure. 

‘‘Universal suffrage is not wise or de- 
sirable,’’ Mr. Hardwick declared. He ex- 
plained the features of the bill. It pro- 
vides that no man shall be- allowed to 
vote unless he can read a paragraph of 
the state cqgnstitution and explain its 
meaning, unless he was a qualified voter 
on January 1, 1867, or is the descendant of 
one who was at that time a qualified 
voter. 

Mr. Hardwick argued that the claim 
that his bill would be in violation of the 
thirteenth amendment to the constitution 
of the United States was not well found- 
ed. It did not apply to citizens, he said, 
but to voters. The measure was not op- 
erative against one race alone, he de- 
clared, for there were others who would 
fall within its prohibition. 

“But,’’ Mr. Hardwick declared, ‘this 
measure will not affect a single native 
white voter in this state. Who says it 
will, speaks in the teeth of the truth. 
What is commonly known as the grand- 
father clause saves them every one.’’ 

Mr. Hardwick paid a glowing tribute 
to the confederate veteran, and said it 
was intended forever to preserve to hin: 
and his descendants the sacred right of 
suffrage. 

‘There never Wags a more fallacious ar- 
gument made than that the adoption of 
this measure would reduce our represen- 
tation in congress. Congress has not and 
will not dare reduce our representation 
because of our prescribing a qualification 
upon voters. It has not done so when 
other states have adopted measures of 
this kind and will not do so now.’’ 

Mr. Hardwick said the Crumpacker bill 
had long ago found its grave in a dusty 
pigeonhole, and the same fate had greet- 
ed a companion resolution introduced 
later. He called attention to quotations 
from Governor Candler’s message in i899 
and 1900, in which the governor spoke of 
the danger of general negro suffrage and 
the mistake of giving the ballot to the 
negro without restraint. The conferring 
of the ballot upon the negro immediately 
after he was emancipated, Governor Can- 
djer spoke of as one of the greatest crimes 
ever committed against the south and 
against the negro himself. 

Danger of Division. 

While there is harmony now in Georgia, 
among the democrats of the state, Mr 
Hardwick said, discord and division are 
bound to come, as they have come in 
other years. He spoke of the division of 
the white people by the populist party. 
It was liable to come again at any time. 
There is not a county in the state, he 
said, in which the negro would not hold 
the balance of power between divided 
whites, and he would be bought up by 
one side or the other. 

‘How long will you wait befMre passing 
this measure for the protection of your 
ballot, your state and your homes?” Mr. 
Hardwick asked. ‘‘Will you wait until 
one-half of this house is of the other col- 
or? Will you wait until the negro holds 
the balance of power throughout your 
state? God forbid!” 

Mr. Hardwick made a strong appeal for 
the passage of the measure. He did not 
ask the house to force this measure upon 
the people.. He asked simply that this 
measure be submitted to the people that 
they might vote upon it and say whether 
they wanted to make it a part of their 
constitution. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, said he thought it 
would be proper to refer this measure to

mittee. He thought the «author would 


have no objection. 

“Yes, sir, L do object,’”’ Mr. Hardwick 
declared. “‘If- you. want to vote against 
it, do so, but vote on it now.’ 


Franklin Favored It. 


Mr. Franklin, of Washington, said he 
was in full sympathy and accord with 
every. word Mr. Hardwick had said on the 
subject. This measure had been an issue 
in Washington county, he said, and Mr. 
Hardwick had been returned to the house 
by an. overwhelming majority. Mr. 
Franklin spoke of the .danger to the 
party in many sections where independent 
candidates were frequently appearing. He 
urged that the legiskature vote to submit 
this amendment to the people and let 
them say whether they. want it. 

Mr. Taylor, of Houston, made a brief 
speech against the bill, and was followed 
by Mr. Stafford, of Camden, who vigor- 
ously opposed the passage of any such 
legislation. 

“You adopted and ratified an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States giving the negro the right to vote. 
Would you now také away that right?’ 
Mr. Stafford asked. 

“I would like to @8k the gentieman,”’ 
said Mr. Hardwick, “if we were not forced 
to do it with federal bayonets around 
our pells”’’ 

Mr. Stafford did not seem to think that 
altered the situation, 

“Did not a negro run against the gen- 
tleman from Camden ‘and contest his-seat 
on the floor of this house?’ asked Mr. 
Franklin, of Washington. 

“Yes, that is true,”’.Mr. Stafford replied, 
‘“‘but 1 do not want to hang the state of 
Georgia up in disgrace on that account.”’ 

The Vote in Detail. 

Mr. Wilson, of Clay, called the previous 
question, and the aye and nay vote was 
taken on the passage’ of the bil.

WRIGHT BILL IN SENATE. 


Session of Upper House Today Will 
Be Taken Up with the 
Debate. 

The entire session of the senate today 
will doubtless be occupied with the con- 
sideration of the Wright dispensary bill. 
The measure has been made the special 
order for this morning and the upper 
house of the general assembly will meet 
at 10 o’clock, an hour earlier than usuak 

to discuss and act upon the bill. 

The indications are that the debate on 
the measure will be warm, and it is be- 
lieved that the bill will get through the 
senate. It is certain that there will be no 
delay in the consideration of the bill and 
it is expected that a vote will be reach- 
ed before 1 o'clock this afternoon. 

The measure provides that the ordinary 
of any county shall call an election when 
petitioned to do so by one-fifth of the 
qualified voters of that county to deter- 
mine whether or not a dispensary shail 
be established in that county. One of the 
amendments proposed requires that one- 
third of the qualified voters shall sign 
this petition before the ordinary is au- 
thorized to call an election to determine 
the matter. 

The next amendment provides that the 
ordinary shall determine upon the suffi- 
ciency of the petition by the list of reg- 
istered yoters at the last general assem- 
bly. The bill says that the tax books of 
the year before shall determine the ques- 
tion. According to the measure if a coun- 
ty decides to have a dispensary system 
the judge of the superior court, chair- 
man of the board of county commission- 
ers or ordinary and the mayor of the 
town or city in which the dispensary is 
located shall each appoint a citizen to 
form a board of dispensary commission- 
ers, who shall. establish and maintain 
dispensaries in towns and cities of the 
county, provided they are requested to 
do so by the proper authorities of these 
towns. These commissioners are also em- 
powered to elect dispensary managers. 


An act re-

that all bills incurred in establishing the 
dispensaries shall be paid by the com- 
missioners when approved by the mana- 
gers. The same amendment provides that 
the.manager shall sell only for cash and 
must make returns daily to the treasurer 
of the city, town or county in which the 
dispensary is located. The measure pro- 
vided that the manager should make re- 
turns to the dispensary commissioners, 
and that they should, each month, pay 
over to the treasurer of the city, town or 
county the proportionate share of the net 
profits of the dispensary coming to each.

MEADE FACES COURTMARTIAL. 


Marine Colonel Is Accused of Having 
Been Drunk. 

New York, November 19.—Colonel Rob- 
ert L. Meade, the commanding officer of 
the marine barracks at the Brooklyn 
navy yard, faced a courtmartial today 
on charges preferred against him by Ma- 
jor C. H. Lauchheimer and Colonel L. F. 
Denny. The officer is accused of drunk- 
enness while on duty and scandalous con- 
aguet. 

Only two witnesses were examined, the 
first being Colonel F. L. Denny, one of 
the two complainants, who made a di- 
rect charge of intoxication and unbecom- 
ing conduct agsinst Colonel Meade. He 
testified that on March 18, April 3 and 
fuly 18, while on a tour of inspection of 
the marine barracks he in company with 
William A. Boring, of Bofing & Tilton, 
architects, had come in contact with Colo- 
nel Meade, who, he said, was drunk and 
incapable cf performing his duties as an 
offcer. 

Architect Boring, the other witness, tes- 
tifed that on March 18 and April 30 Colo- 
nel Meade acted in a very erratic man- 
ner, which the witness described as being 
caused by intoxication. He said that Colo- 
nel Meade was incoherent at times and 
made ewecping statements as to all con- 
tractors having business in the navy yard, 
saying they were thieves and robbers. 

The court adjourned at 4 o'clock.

Recommendations Made by the 


United States Inspector. 

Washington, November 19.—The annual 
report of the United States inspector for 
the Indian Territory, the virtual govern- 
or of that territory, makes the following 
recomimnend:tions: 

Congressional authority for withdraw- 
ing from the United States treagury 4 
sufficient amount of the funds of the 
Cherokee Indian nation tc pay their out- 
standing indebtedness, which now aggre- 
gates a»out $800,000 in warrants drawing 
6 per cent interest, although the nation 
receives criy 5 per cent and less on in- 
vested funds from the United States; a 
uniform system of taxation throughout 
the territory; the money to be used for 
general purposes for all concerned, in- 
cluding improvement of roads and edu- 
cation of some %,000 children of non-citi- 
zens. additional compensation for police; 
a law for the protection and preservation 
of game: additional legisiation with the 
various tribes, if necessary, to provide a 
more simple manner of allotments of 
lands than the present agreement pro- 
vides. 

During the year $199,663 in royalties has 
been collected from coal and asphalt 
mining in the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
nations.

COUNTY OFFICERS’ TERMS 
MAY ALSO BE FOUR YEARS

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, November 19.—The stock market 
tcday was under the continued influence of 
the factors which depressed values yesterday 
ani discouraged speculation for an advance.

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FUTILE effort was made in the 
A house yesterday to prevent by fili- 
bustering the reading of the report 

of the Western and Atlantic railroad com- 
mittee, on the Atlanta depot bill, which is 
favorable to the passage of the measure. 
While the house was engaged in passing 
individual pension bills Chairman Bower, 
of this committee, made several efforts 
to submit the report by unanimous con- 
sent. The fiilibusterers were on the look- 
out, and always objected, no matter who 
asked permission to introduce the report. 
Finally Mr. Gress, of Wilcox, moved 
that the time of the session be extended 
two minutes for the purpose of reading 
the report of the Western and Atlantic 


committee. The ayes and nays were 
called for and the house sustained the 
call. There was objection to dispensing 
with the verification of the roll call, 
which consumed considerable time, but 
the result showed that the minority of 
the filibusterers had dwindled. Many of 
the friends of the depot bill were absent 
from the house, and Mr. Gress’ motion 
was adopted by a vote of 82 to 19. 

The regular business of the house was 
then proceeded with. A few minutes be- 
fore 1 o’clock another of the individual 
pension bills was taken up, and on this 
one of the filibusterers called for the pre- 
vious question, so as to require that it 
be finished with before adjournment. This, 
it was apparent, would carry the session 
beyond 1 o’clock, and the object was. if 
possible, to prevent the reading of the 
report.

nett, of Clarke; ninth, Senator Bell, of 
the thirty-ninth; tenth, Kelly, of Glas- 
cock, and eleventh, Stubbs, of Laurens. 

This subcommittee has been called to- 
gether by Chairman Miller tonight at 
7:30 o’clock, and the meeting, will be held 
in room 104 of the Kimball*house. The 
subcommittee will probably agree upon 
a plant of reapportionment of the con- 
gressional districts at this meeting, and 
under the resolution will report back to 
the senate and house committees sepa- 
rately. These reports will probably be 
made tomorrow afternoon, as the joint 
committee will be called together by 
Chairman Miller tomorrow night at the 
Kimball house for the purpose of reach- 
ing some final agreement and preparing 
the bill for presentation to the house and 
senate. 

There is a plan on foot for the reap- 
portionment of the districts which it is 
said will come pretty near being adopted, 
at least with very few changes, if not 
as it stands now. This plan has been 
submitted to quite a number of members 
of the joint committee and it is said 
1aaiiv of them have approved it. It has 
not yet been made public, and it is said 
it wil) not be g.ven out until after the 
committee has acted.

It will not 
involve the changing of more than twelve 
counties of the entire 137, and yet it will 
come pretty near equalizing the popula- 
tion in the different districts.
